I have  the  honour  to  suhmit  ray  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958* 

The  ^estimated  mid-year  population  for  1958  was  6,810,  an  increase 
of  20  over  that  of  the  preceding  year, 

yim  sTAPisTics, 

89  live  hirths,  of  which  3 were  illegitimate,  were  registered  > 
during  the  year,  and  there  were  68  deaths  from  all  causes • 

The  hirth  rate,  13.07,  was  slightly  lower  than  last  year  (l4*4>-3) 
and  again  much  lower  than  the  England  and  Wales  rate  of  l6,A.  The 
illegitimate  live  hirths  accounted  for  of  the  total  live  hirths. 

There  was  1 still  hirth  giving  a still  hirth  rate  (per  1,000  live 
and  still  hirths)  of  11.1;  the  England  and  Wales  rate  was  21.6. 

The  hirths  comparahility  factor,  the  ratio  of  the  national  to  the 
local  fertility  index  was  1.00. 

The  nuraher  of  deaths,  68,  as  against  82  last  year,  gave  a death 
rate  of  9.98,  lAhilst  that  for  England  and  Y/ales  was  11. 7»  The 
decrease  in  deaths  this  year  was  mainly  due  to  a fall  in  the  nuniher  of 
male  deaths  from  coronary  disease,  angina,  viz.  from  10  to  1. 

The  deaths  comparahility  factor  was  0.88.

There  was  1 infant  death  (legitimate)  under  4 weeks  of  age 
giving  an  infant  mortality  and  also  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  11.2. 
The  England  and  Wales  rate  was  22.5*  The  cause  of  death  was  cerehral 
haemorrhage . ^ . 

No  maternal  deaths,  occurred  during  the  yea.r. 

, Infectious  diseases,  other  than  tuheroulosis,  were  responsible 
for  4 deaths  - influenza  2,  pneumonia  2.

The  introduction  of  the  triple  antigen  against  diphtheria, ' 
viiooping  oou^  and  tetanus,  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year,  has  now 
resulted  in  the  almost  general  use  of  this  prophylactic  as  the  primary 
imn-iunisation  of  infants®  One  infant  was  protected  by  this  method  and 
3 infants  under  1 year  of  ago  were  given  a full  primary  ooui'se  against 
whoeping  cough*

In  1958  those  entitled  to  be  given  vaccination  wore'  children  over 
.6,  months  ■ and  under  15  years  of  age,  expectant  mothers  and  certain  other 
priority  groups.  The  response  to  this  has  been  very,  satisfactory  and 
progress  is  now  being  made  vith  the  third  injections  of  this  group. 


Towards  the  end  "of  the  year,  the  Ministry  of  Health  announced  tha.t 
the  scheme  v;ould  be  extended  to  include  the  i5“‘25  years  age  group-. 

The  response  of  this  ago  group  has,-  up\to  date,  boon  very  disappointing 
Althou,[^  the  Executive  Committee  have  agreed  that  general  practitioners 
vail,  in  the  main,  be  responsible  for  undertaking  va,ccination  in  this 
age  group,  I can  sod  that  this  v/ill  bo  a very  difficult  task  in  a rural 


area. 


The  corrospondonco  entailed  in  the  polio  vaccination  scheme- and  the 
maintenance  of  the  records  have,  thrown  a heavy  strain  on  my  small  staff 
and  I v/ould  like  to  place  bn  record -my  appreciation  of  the  villing  v/ay  in 
which  they  have  assisted.

inocha3:iically  unroliablo  and  has  broken  do-wn  on  a nuinbor  of  occasions 
throu^out  tho  year  and  further,  its  capacity  is  too  sinoll  for  the 
oLiount  of  refuse  to  bo  collected.  Under  these  oircunistanoe's  tho 
refuse  collectors  were  required  to  work  so  fast  that  they  hurriedly 
or.ptiod  tho  bins  into  skops  on  private  properties,  probably  .spilling 
sono,  and  irregularities  in  the  collection  wore  duo  to  successive 
no ch ani c ol  failures. 

Tho  Council  dxo  inspecting  and  testing  laxger  demonstration 
vehicles  and  will  no  doubt  decide  to  purchase  a suitable  vehicle 
in  tho  ncxb  financial  year. 

Septic  tanks  wore  emptied  free  of  charge  tv/icc  in  the  year, 
and  in  very  few  causes  was  a third  emptying  necessary.

Si'^IOKS  NUISANCE 

Of  tho  two  firms  reported  last  year  to  be  causing  a smoko 
nuisance  one  has  converted  its  boiler  to  oil  fuel  and  tho  second 
changed  its  fuel  resulting  in  a marked  improvement. 

I have  in  the  pa,st  tended  to  relate  tho  nuisance ''caused  by  s:uoke 
to  its  major  source,  industry,  but  an  accuraulaiion  of  heavy  dark  smoko 
from  private  houses  can  bo  equally  dotriiuental  to  public  health  and 
the  appearance  of  the  district.  Existing  proxjerty  ovmers  should 
reduce  their  smoke,  new  laroperties  required  to  install  modern  fuel 
apxalianccs  and  the  installation  of  such  appliances  should  bo  insisted 
upon  in  tho  causes  of  ax)plicalions  for  irprovoment  grants.  It  is 
only  by  a.  combined  effort  on  tho  part  of  industry  and  private  ^ropoxty 
ov/nors  that  a,  * Smokeless  Deroham*  can  bo  achieved.

almost  the  -vihole  of  v/hich  is  terr^orary.  The  reaction  is  just  on  the 

alkaline  side  of  neutrality,  ai:id  this  water  Y/ould  not  be  expected  to 

have  any  corrosive  action  on  metals.  A trace  of  iron  is  present, 
wholly  in  solution.
